Ratification of the 
amendment, 


although it ends a century-old fight, 
in reality has been brought about 
through the result of a vigorous 
campaign that began seven years 
ago. 
Suffrage leaders today are 


recounting the milestones of that 
fight, a battle that has "reen crowd- 
ed full of dramatic incidents, and 
brought to a successful conclusion 
through the activities of one of the 
most powerful organizations that 
ever has been active in American 
politics. 


The latter day suffrage fight, in 


the calendar of the suffragists dates 
from tlie great procession in Wash- 
ington in 1913, led by the late Inez 
Mllholland on her 
white 
horse, 


which was broken up by turbulent 
crowds. 
This procession brought 


sharply to the attention of Con- 
gress the fact that an active cam- 
paign for ratification of the suf- 
frage amendment had been launth- 
ed. 


Thereafter 
the "votes-for-wom- 


en" leaders lost no 
opportunity 


to drive home by spectacular meth- 
ods the object to their 
campaign 


and, through constant agitation and 
political pressure, kept the suffrage 
issue to the forefront in govern- 
mental 
circles 
In 
Washington. 


Prominent 
among 
the 
methods 


used were the frequent deputations 
sent to President Woodrow Wilson 
in an effort to induce him to use 
th^inaufefcice of his office in behalf 
of'the amendment. 


One of the first obstacles which 


the suffrage leaders overcame was 
the long blockade of the amendment 
by the House Rules and Judiciary 
committees which was broken in 
1915 after the women had made 
their first campaign in the Western 
States. At the Pan-American Ex- 
position In 1915 after the women 
voters met In their first convention 
and sent by motor across the coun- 
try gathering petitions and protests 
in every city, voting envoys who 
demanded action by the President 
and Congress. The memory of the'

Western voters to the Capitol Is' 
still piognant in Washington. 


In the Spring of 1916 the West- 


ern women voters were organized' 
for the first time into the National: 
Women's Party, with Federal suf-1 
frage for women as the

active that the old political parties 
first inserted a "suffrarge plank" in. 
their platforms.
